- For Catholick Priefts, and 
eſpecially thoſe of your Ocder (as appears in the Book cal- 
led the More!s of the Jeſuites) have not quite the ſame O- 
pinion of this Sih that Hereticks have: 'Tis a Sin that 
moſt Men, and they themſelves, often find ſo great a pro- 
penſion to from Nature, that they. can hardly refiſt it, 
therefore they judge of it favourably: And beſides, they 
do not think as Hereticks do, that nothing but the Me- 
rits of. Chriſt in thoſe that Repent and forſake it, can 
waſh it away; for they have the Merits of the Saint 
too, of whom. the moſt perfeq, even our Lady herſelf, 
according to their Legewds, bave often been very pro- 
pitious to fuch kind of Sinners; and ſome of their Saints. 
themſelves have been noted for ſuch Sins, and yet found 
them no Obſtacle to their Canonization. 


Again, Gatholicks think there may be Satisfation made 
by Men themſelves for their Sins : Andif Men ſhew & great 
deal of Zeal for Holy Church, and deſtroy her Enemies the 
Hereticks; though they ſhould be a little faulty in this mat- 
ter; yet according to the Opinion of Roman Catholick 
Writers, who have ever reported them great Saints, that 
| were zealous for Holy Church, ( though: notoriouſly given 

to this and other Faults) ſuch ought ſtill to be accounted 
Saints; as appears in St. Gregory of Tours , and other Wri- 
ters...
